JAPAN'S FOREIGN POLICY. 


No Desire to Emulate Germany. 


London, January 7. 
Interviewed by the Zaly Tedeurup’, Baron Hayashi declared 
that tha Japanese, os realists, saw the folly of war and did no: 
Proapase to repeat the bluader af Germany in F914 and by a mad act 
of azgrosaion te miss or mar the tremendous and unique economic 
opportunities threatened by a naval race in the Pacific in which 
Japan did not desire to challenge and could only compete under the 
‘severest handicap. This migut yet be avaided by an arrangement 
compatible with the safety and dignits af America, Britain and 
Japan. Unofficial proposals had already been made in America on 
the subject and he was sure would mee: with a ready and cardial 
response from Japar. China had a great future, wherean she 
depended in no small measure for the future not only upon Japan 
but upon’ the whole worll., All the world Powers ought te ca- 
operate with China in working out her national destinies, Japan's 
aim had always beanto seo China succeed in attaining a strane 
Government. Japan wanted China to attain an econamic and 
social develonmant commensurate with hers stional greatness. 
Haron Hayashi said Japan and China must be good friends, so 
that they could develop side by side in intimate collaboration far 
their joint benefit.

THE TRADE OUTLOOK. 


London, Jan. 7, 

Sir Robert. Horne, in an interview in the “Dally Graphiy,” is 
optimistic as regards the trade outlook for 1921. He deprecated the 
tendency of great financial and other interests to rely tee much on 
Government. He realised the need at all coats ‘of getting the 
world re-working and was prepared to consider an extension of credit 
to several former belligerents but not to Germany at present. The 
blunt fact was that Germany is distiping ‘profusely, for example steel 
billets at £12103. a ton in comparison with £15 the cost-.of 
manufacture in Britain, and also cotton fabric gloves in which Britain 
specialized before the war. There'was reason to believe that German 
Gnanciers were trying to keep the mark depressed to erable them to 
knock out England and other countries from the world -markets and 
thereby restore Germany’s export trade. Touching‘on Russia, he said 


that Trotsky and Lenin were heading different sections. The Sormer| 
regarded the. continuation of Russia’s condition as essential to the| 
prolongation of Bolshevian.

Diesel engine. This vessel, the 
“ Augosta,” ix of ‘the ordinary 
trarop type, and before her con 
version had a deadweight carry- 
ing capacity of 5,000 tons, which 
was increased by 39) ons after 
the oil engine had been installed, 
due to the lower weight and 
smaller space occupied. Th 
difference in fuel consumption: is 
remakabie, As a steamer the 
vessal consumed 1S to 20 tons of 
coal per day, whereas she now 
burns only four tons of ail in the 
2 bours, and the engine-raam 
staff has been reduced from 13 08.

Meanwhile there are some interesting reports coming to hand 
- vregarding the relations between North and south. Tne Peking 
;. Premier has declared that the negotiations with the representative 
of Yuonan in relation to the.quesign of the union of the country 
are nearly completed, and that when matters have been arranged 
with Tang Snac-yi the Ventral Government will take up the 
Canton question with the ulmos: energy at its command. It is 
clear from this report that Peking is not intending to lie low aad to 
permit the Southeraers to have rnatters all their own way. In view 
of the reported ides of the Cantonese to cease the collection of Cus- 
toms revenue and to’make Canton and other centres free ports, it 


ig obvious that Peking cannot afford to merely ait still and do 


nothing. Another report says that if Coan Kiug-ming severs bis 


connection with Sun Yat-sen, he will be appointed by the North as 
Tuchun of Canton. Here we must give tne Northerners credit for 


knowing something of what is transpiring io the South, for it would 
be a clever move on their part, could they cause a breach between 


the two. Sun Yat-sen’s returo to the South has not been un- 
animously welcomed, and he may yet find history repeatiog itself 


eto the extent that he may become isolated and unable to exercise 
‘..any real power. That is whay happened once before, with the ro- 
suit that he had: to make hot tracks for the North.
